Dreyfus himself since his arrest in 
1894. From this remarkable bit of 
history the following extracts are 
taken, as typical of the victim’s own 
view of the ordeal through which he 
has passed. After describing the now 
historical court-martial and convic- 
tion und degradation, he tells how 
he was sent to the Ile de Re, and 
from there to the Ile du Diable. Herv 
he was imprisoned in a stone hut, 
with armed guards always on duty. 
By day he was permitted to walk 
about in a half-acre space. His corre- 
spondence was rigidly censored, and 
even his wifo’s letters were forward- 
ed only after every reference to his 
caso had been excised. All his cook- 
ing and washing he had to do him- 
self. It was life reduced to its lowest 
and most wretched terms. Of his ex- 
istence on the island he writes: 

“Since I landed a month ago I 
have remained locked in my pen 
without once leaving it, in spite of 
all the bodily fatigue of my painfu! 
journey. Several times I all but 
went crazy; I had congestion of the 
brain, and I conceived such a horror 
of life that the temptation came to 
me to have no care of myself and so 
put an end to my martyrdom. 

“At 10 o’clock they bring me my 
day’s food—a bit of canned pork, 
some rice, some coffee berries in a 
filthy condition, and a little  nfoist 
sugar. I have no means of roasting 
the coffee, which in bitter derision is 
given to me raw. I throw it all into 
the sea. Then I try to make aa fire. 
After several fruitless efforts I suc- 
ceeded. I heat water for my tea. My 
luncheon is made up of bread and 
tea. 

“Saturday, April 20, 1895, 11 
o'clock in the morning—I have finish- 
ed my cooking for the day. ‘This 
morning I cut my piece of meat in 
two; one piece is to boil, the other 
for a steak, To cook the latter IT have 
contrived a grill from an old piece of 
sheet iron, which I picked up in the 
island. For drink I have water. My 
food is all prepared in old tin cans. 
I have nothing with which to clean 
these properly, and have no plates. 
My days are interminable — every 
minute of every hour a long drawn 
out weariness. I am incapable of any 
considerable physical exertion; morc- 
over, from 10 in the morning until 
8 in the evening the heat makes it 
impossible for me to go out, I can- 
not work at my English all day

PRECIOUS STONES. 


The Methods by Which They Are 
Tested by Experts. 

In a lecture ou precious stones re- 
cently delivered before the Industrial 
association of Berlin, Dr. Immanuel 
Friedlaender said that the testing of 


| diamonds is comparatively simple. The 


common test for bardness suffices. If 
the stone resists strong attacks, it is 
certain to be genuine; if it does not, 
the damage is insignificant, as only an 
imitation has been destroyed. ‘This 
test, however, is doubtful with rubies. 
If a ruby can be affected by a steel 
file or by quartz, it is surely not gen- 
uine, but such a test with a topaz is 
lable to injure a valuable stone. 

The test for hardness is of no avail 
with emeralds, as this stone is not 
much harder than quartz and in addi- 
tion possesses the quality of cracking 
easily. 

Yor examining rubies and emeralds 
the optical test is best. A glass mag- 
nifying about 9100 times suffices, Ey- 
ery expert knows that almost all pre- 
cious stones have little flaws. Nearly 
every ruby and all emeralds have 
many defects, which are so character- 
istic that the genuineness of the stones 
is readily established. Such a test is 
very necessary with rubies, because 
the Imitations are very deceiving. 
Their color is absolutely durable and 
often much finer than that of the gen- 
uine, although it may be stated that a 
somewhat yellowish tint is always sus- 
picious. 

The only reliable way In which gen- 
uine rubies can be told from imitations 
is by the minute air bubbles of the lat- 
ter, which become clearly visible un- 
der the magnifying glass, These are 
not to be found in the natural gem. 
On the other hand, the imitations lack 
certain defects characteristic of gen- 


uine rubies—certain vacuums, whose | 


outlines are much more indistinct than 
those of the air bubbles in imitations. 

True emeralds have similar charac- 
teristic defects, such as inclosures of 
liquids and curious dendrites, Sap- 
phires also show peculiar netlike for- 
mations, 


SOUTHERN MOUNTAINEERS. 


The Part They Played In the War 
Between the States. 

It is odd to think that the southern 
mountaineer was not discovered until 
the outbreak of the civil war, although 
he was nearly a century old then, and 
it is really startling to realize that

The 
plan seemed so feasible that It Is said 
to have waterially aided the sale of 
Confederate bonds in England, but 
when Captain Garnett, a West Point 
graduate, started to carry it out he got 
no farther than Harpers Ferry. When 
he struck the mountains, he struck en- 
emies who sbot at his men from am- 
bush, cut down bridges before him, 
carried the news of his march to the 
Federals, and Garnett himself fell 
with a bullet from a mountaineer’s 
squirrel rifle at Harpers Ferry.—Scrib- 
ner’s Magazine.
